house,  room  or  place,  and  all  and   every  description  o

INSPECTOR. 

Welland  Gaol. 
April,  11th,  1871. 

The  undersigned  this  day  visited  the  Gaol,  passed  through 
the  several  corridors,  cells,  &c.,  and  found  the  whole  in  * 
clean,  neat,  and  ordeily  condition.  There  are  oniy  three 
persons  under  confinement,  all  men.  One  of  them,  Corne- 
lius Cole,  is  placed  in  custody  as  a  dangerous  lunatic. 
Whatever  his  condition  xvas  when  committed  to  gaol,  or 
whether  his  mental  state  rendered  it  dangerous  for  him  to 
be  at  large,  it  is  now  pretty  evident  that  he  is  almost  if  not 
quite  restored  to  a  sound  mind.  The  undersigned  would 
therefore  most  respectfully  recommend  his  discharge  from 
custody  in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  Act. 

The  North  Wing  now  in  course  ot  reconstruction  was 
thoroughly  inspected. 

The  undersigned  regrets  to  find  that  the  work  has  pro- 
gressed so  slowly,  and  he  trusts  that  it  will  now  be  pushed 
forward  to  completion  at  an  early  day. 

So  that,  no  misunderstanding  may  arise  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  the  internal  arrangements  of  the  Gaol  shall  be 
carried  out,  he  would  again  most  respectfully  bring  under 
the  notice  of  the  County  Council  the  necessity  of  providing 
a  prison  kitchen  and  store  room.  Without  these  the  diffi- 
culties and  misunderstandings  that  now  exist  in  the  man- 
agement of  that  department  of  the  Gaol  administration 
cannot  be  overcome.  But  when  these  domestic  depart- 
ments become  a  portion  of  the  Gaol  so  that  prisoners  can  bo 
detailed  to  do  the  cooking  all  defects  will  be  remedied. 
For  these  reasons  the  undersigned  has  to  request  that  the 
completion  of  these  rooms  be  proceeded  with  in  order  that 
the  requirements  of  the  prison  Inspection  Act  may  be  com- 
plied with. 

For  the  same  reasons,  and  for  the  better  security  and 
safe  keeping  of  prison  s,  as  well  as  to  improve  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  prison,  iie  would  again  remind  the  Council 
of  the  necessity  of  enlarging  th«  Yard  Space  on  the  North 


mf» 
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to  the  dimensions  indicated  in  his  last  minntoandof  carry- 
ing out  all  the  sug*;e.  tons  therein  recorded,  with  the  ex 
ception  of  boiler  plate  lor  the  corridor  ceilings.
